A 12-foot gorilla has been on the loose since Aug. 19. A 
police report has been filed and there are no leads. 

Sound like a second-rate Hollywood flick? Wrong. The 
scenario is the latest controversy facing the Provo Police 


Department. 


The Glenwood apartments started a campaign using an 
inflatable gorilla worth $2,200 on Aug. 15. Four days 
later, the balloon was missing from atop The Glenwood. 
Ironically, a Ronald McDonald priced at $2,500 ‘was also 
stolen Monday from the 900 E. 512 North location. 

“Whoever has the gorilla has most likely got Ronald, 
too,” said Capt. George Pierpont. “Most of the time when 
we recover stuff like this, it is a bunch of students involved 
that claim they were doing it just for fun.” 

Stealing Ronald McDonald or the gorilla, both priced 
between $2,000 and $3,000, is considered second-degree 


felony theft. 


Both Glenwood and McDonald’s filed reports with the 


police. 


“Y’ll guarantee that we aren’t treating these thefts like a 


game,” Pierpont said. 


However, The Glenwood does not plan on pressing 


charges.

IRA calls end to years of bloodshed

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — The 
IRA declared a cease-fire Wednesday, 
and Northern Ireland now waits to see 
if the long-sought truce will hold and 
bring talks to end a quarter-century of 
sectarian bloodshed. 

The Irish Republican Army’s sup- 
porters called the declaration an 
opportunity for peace in the British 
province. But it disappointed British 
officials and majority Protestants in 
Northern Ireland who wanted explicit 
assurances of a permanent truce. 

There also are worries about 
whether Protestant gunmen will hold 
their fire. Many militant Protestants 
fear the British government has made

secret concessions to the IRA to win 
peace, and the extremists could try to 
provoke renewed IRA violence by 
attacking the province’s Roman 
Catholic minority. 

Protestant extremists have killed 
more people than the IRA in “The 
Troubles,” which have brought the 
deaths of more than 3,100 people. 

Any steps forward will be burdened 
by the bitterness of the past. 

“T welcome this IRA cease-fire in 
the sense that for some months no one 
will be murdered by them — but 
don’t expect me to be grateful,” said 
Alan McBride, whose wife, Sharon, 
was among 10 people killed by an 
IRA bomb at a Belfast fish shop last 
October. 


Despite the pain, some people held 
out hope, such as Michael English, a 
Catholic bartender in Londonderry 
who lost two sons — one run over by 
an armored car, the other blown up by 
his own bomb while with the IRA. 

“T can’t live in 1981 for my son 
Gary,” he said. “I can’t live in 1985 
for my son Charles. I have to live in 
1994 for my grandchildren who have 
replaced them.” 

The governments of Britain and 
Ireland pledged last December that 
there would be no change in the status 
of Northern Ireland without the con- 
sent of a majority of its people. The 
IRA has sought for 25 years to end 
British rule and join the province with 
the Irish republic.

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ACLU lawsuit names _ 
another housing owner —

The American Civil Liberties Union 
said it will amend its allegations 
against 12 Provo landlords to include 
one more property owner. 

ACLU staff attorney Kathryn 
Kendell said details on the addition, 
which is the result of a complaint filed 
by a housing applicant, will be made 
public next week. 

Brent Harker, associate director of 
BYU Public Communications, said no 
date has yet been set for the meetings. 
The ACLU, Harker said, has not 
finalized its complaint or added all 
amendments to the suit. 

The lawsuit names 12 area property 
Owners, whose organizations were 
chosen at random, Kendell said. 

“We wanted to have apartment own- 
ers who fit into different categories of 
discrimination — religious discrimi- 
nation, gender discrimination and 
family status,” Kendell said. 

David Freeman of Glenwood 
Intermountain Properties, Inc., who is 
spokesman for the landlords, said 
although only 12 properties were 
named, any decision handed down 
would affect most Provo landlords. 

“The ACLU appears to have been 
very careful to choose a cross-section 
of apartments,” Freeman said. “This 


opens the door so the ACLU doesn’t 
have to sue everyone in town, but (the 
decision) will be able to be applied to 
everyone.” 

Freeman adds, however, that even if 
the ACLU were successful in the law- 
suit, the outcome on students would 
depend completely on BYU. 3 

“Even if they (the ACLU) succeed, 
it-will not stop BYU from housing its 
students in an appropriate environ- 
ment,” Freeman said. 

Freeman said the ACLU was very 
careful not to name BYU in the suit, 
even though BYU has petitioned the 
court to be allowed to be involved in 
the lawsuit. Freeman calls it an 
attempt to attack BYU in a back-door 
fashion. 

“T think that the ACLU fully intend- 
ed to attack the weak link in the off- 
campus housing program, and that is 
the landlords. 

We are the least capable to fight the 
suit. We are, in the ACLU’s opinion, 
the most vulnerable. Do you attack 
the army straight on, or do you cut off 
its food supply?” ejpke 

The ACLU will continue to fight, 
however, Kendell said. She said. 
despite her plans to leave her position 
as staff for the ACLU in October, the 
lawsuit, which could take anywhere 
from one to two years, will proceed 
on the current track. ,

Mild growth forecast for U.S. economy 


‘ "WASHINGTON — The government’s chief economic barometer held steady 
in July and factory orders dropped more than they have in 2 1/2 years — fresh 
evidence the economy is expanding only moderately. 
‘The Commerce Department said its Index of Leading Economic Indicators, 
aithed at predicting growth six months down the road, stalled in July after two 
months of modest gains, rising 0.2 percent in June and 0.1 percent in May. 
Three straight moves in the same direction by the index are considered a good 
gauge of where the economy is headed. 

‘Holding at 101.5 in July, the index is at its all-time high since the government 
began the measurement in 1948. It has now risen in 10 of the last 12 months. 

{The Commerce Department also reported that orders to U.S. factories fell 2.3 
percent in July. Demand for automobiles plummeted as automakers shut down 
plants for two weeks for vacations and to retool. 

iT he drop in factory orders was the first in five months and the biggest since 
the indicator of manufacturing plans plunged 3.6 percent in December 1991. 
Even excluding the volatile transportation component, they slipped 0.2 percent.

The transfer will not be complete 
until the Federal Communications 
Commission approves a new license. 
Hot 94.9 is currently being operated 
under a local marketing agreement 
until the license is granted, Waldrin 
said. 

“Right now we’re selling ads and 
controlling the programming,” he 
said. 

Waldrin said the radio station, which 
was previously being leased by 
KBER Radio under a local marketing 
agreement, failed financially and went 
bankrupt because of poor manage- 
ment procedures. 

Emily Evans, KBER promotions 
director, said KBER did not manage 
94.9 poorly, but the bankruptcy prob- 
lems were a result of the previous 
owners. 

“KBER hooked up with KZHT, and 
94.9 became successful,’ Evans said. 

KZHT became available for sale, 
and KBER decided not to seek its 
purchase because the station would 
cost more than it was worth, she said. 

The purchase of the radio station 
didn’t please KBER because Q-99 
and 94.9 were main competitors, said 
Tanya Hellum, sales representative for

Old Mill apartments made 60 non- 
student apartments available and 36 
student apartments, but did not 
encounter complaints against BYU’s 
segregation policy. 

King Henry, Liberty Square and 
Regency apartments did not have a 
need to create nonstudent housing 
units this fall.

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Brain research nets graduate student $2,500

Picking others’ brains netted a BYU 
graduate student a national scholar- 
ship. 

The Henry Hecaen Scholarship for 
neuropsychology was given to 
Sterling Johnson last week for his 
study of an under-researched part of 
the brain. This is the first time a BYU 
student has received the $2,500 
award. The award is sponsored by the 
Division of Clinical Neuropsychology 
of the American Psychological 
Association. 

“This is the most distinguished 
award for graduate students in neu- 
ropsychology in the United States,” 
said Erin D. Bigler, BYU professor of 
psychology and Johnson’s mentor for 
his research. “There is a great deal of 
competition involved. Sterling 
Johnson is an extremely dedicated 
student, and I was excited when I 
learned he was the recipient.” 

During Johnson’s sophomore year 
he began researching the corpus calo- 
sum area of the brain. The corpus 
calosum is the largest of the white 
matter structures that connect the 
brain’s two hemispheres. 

Johnson and his colleagues attempt- 
ed to map the entire area of the corpus 
calosum using a new technique called 
magnetic resonance imaging. This 
process gave Johnson a clear pictures 
of the brain. 

An article describing his research 
has been printed in Neuropsychology, 
a scientific journal of psychology. He 
is the one of the first researchers to 
write about the corpus calosum, and 
his article showed how the corpus 
calosum could be used as a direct 
index of the white matter lost after a 
head injury. Another article yet to be 
published provides evidence of gen- 
der differences in the corpus calosum. 

“T feel that these projects have given 
me a wealth of experience in the cut- 
ting edge of research on the brain- 
behavior relationship,” Johnson said. 

The Hecaen scholarship is a gift 
from Arthur Benton in memory of the 
French neurologist, Henry Hecaen. 
Hecaen was instrumental in the 
founding and development of neu- 
ropsychology as a science. The award 
is specifically given to graduate stu- 
dents in neuropsychology who show

from Brown University. 

Prior to joining the BYU fac- 
ulty in 1978, he was head of the 
weapons technology division for 
the Naval Oceans Systems 
Center in San Diego, Calif., 
where he directed research and 
development of underwater anti- 
submarine weapons. 

Along with fellow BYU facul- 
ty member Richard Christiansen, 

. Chabries has conducted research 
in signal processing (the 
enhancement of sound and visu- 
al electronic systems). He and 
Christiansen have published in 
more than 60 periodicals, 
received at least 10 patents ‘and 
overseen many doctoral and 

master’s degree theses.

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Students study for successful marriage

With the national divorce rate 
increasing every day, it has become 
apparent that the happy “Leave it to 
Beaver” homes are quickly becoming 
a thing of the past. 

Because divorce is often a result of 
idealistic expectations and misunder- 
standings, BYU offers classes cen- 
tered on taking a realistic approach to 
marriage. 

There are two classes offered: 
Fimily Science 301 focuses on mar- 
riage preparation, while Family 
Science 302 deals with marriage 
enhancement. 

Family Science 301 looks at prepa- 
ration for marriage, choosing a part- 
ner, what you can expect as a mar- 
riage partner, and some of the ways to 
overcome challenges in marriage, said 
Brent Harker, a graduate student in 
Family Studies. Harker, along with 
other graduate students, teaches 
Family Science 301. 

When a person marries another per- 
son, it is actually one family marrying 


another family, Harker said. 

Each person brings habits and val- 
ues that they have learned from their 
families, he said. 

The marriage classes prepare stu- 
dents for the adjustment that comes 
when two families with different 
backgrounds unite. 

Shirley Klein, assistant professor of 
Family Science, said the classes give 
students a more realistic approach to 
marriage. 

“There are a lot of negative mes- 
sages about marriage,” she said. 
“Which is interesting when at BYU 
we value marriage and family so 
much.” 

Klein thinks that one of the most 
important things taught in marriage 
prep is the theory of three corners. 
The theory teaches students how to 
maintain an appropriate balance 
among three different areas of life — 
personal, partner, and public. 

A variety of students take the class, 
Klein said. Some are married, some 
are divorced, some date a lot, while 
some never date. 

Students always leave saying every- 
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one should take this class, Klein said. 

Jason Abhau, 22, a junior majoring 
in public relations from Raleigh, 
N.C., said he really enjoyed taking the 
class. 

Abhau began the class single, got 
engaged half way through, and is now 
married. 

Half of the people were engaged by 
the time the class was out, he said. 

Abhau was surprised at how real his 
teachings had been. He said he 
laughed when Dr. Barlow told him 
some people don’t know what to call 
their in-laws, and as a result end up 
calling them “Hey You!” 

“T laughed at that,” he said. “But it 
happened.” 

One of the assignments given was to 
go on a date and ask certain questions 
that would initiate a conversation 
more in depth than discussing each 
other’s majors. Specific questions to 
ask were given, such as, “What was 
your first childhood memory,” and

“What song puts you to sleep.” 

“We each had packets that wer: 
filled with articles from Caurc! 
authorities,” Abhau said. “The packets 
also contained questionnaires tha 
helped you know what to discuss with 
your fiancee before you get married.”

One of Utah’s pioneers in the 20th 
century modern art movement will 
have an exhibition of his work at 
Brigham Young University’s 
Museum of Art beginning today. 

_ BYU is participating in a travel- 
ing show of the watercolors of the 
late George Smith Dibble, long 
known for his work as a painter, 
teacher and critic. The free show will 
be open Mondays through Saturdays 
from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. through 
October. 

More than a fourth of the 44 
exhibit pieces come from BYU’s col- 
lection, a gift by Dibble and his son, 
Jonathan. 

“BYU received the Dibble dona- 
tion in 1991; it is a substantial seg- 
ment that chronicles the growth of 
Dibble as an artist,’ said Virgie Day, 
associate museum director. 

Also on display will be the artist’s 
palette, his traveling easel and some 
of the duck decoys he used in his still 
life work. Additionally, BYU has a 
selection of Dibble’s sketches that 
are available through the museum’s 
Study Gallery for scholars and any- 
one else interested in learning more 
about the artist. BYU has assembled 
video provided by Dibble’s family to 
offer further insights into the artist 
that will be shown during the exhibi- 
tion. 

“Utah owes Dibble a great debt 
for his promotion of modern art,” 
says Herman du Toit, acting curator 
of the BYU show. The former art 
director of the Technikon in Durban, 
South Africa, du Toit said Dibble met 
with a great deal of resistance when 
he first introduced his art, and at least 
one educator warned him that he was 
in danger of falling into the commu- 
nist camp because his art 
was too revolutionary. 

“That charge seems quite incredi- 
ble today because he always revered 
individuality and freedom,” du Toit 
said. “He was a visionary painter 
who shared his ideas with Utah audi- 
ences for more than half a century.” 

Dibble received his first lessons in 
watercolor painting as a child, from 
his mother. As a young man he trav- 
eled to New York and spent a year in 
the Art Student’s League in 1929. 

While in New York he was intro- 
duced to cubist abstraction, which he 
said “was quite interesting to me

Families that vacation

Imagine the 11th commandment: 
Thou shalt have family vacations. 
This may be closer to being religious 
than you think. 

“Every prophet has talked about the 
importance of family play,” said 
Harold Smith, chairman of the 
Department of Recreation 
Management and Youth Leadership at 
BYU. 

Smith said the idea of taking a work 
break and getting away from the 
monotony has existed since the intro- 
duction of the Sabbath Day. He said 
the economic and business paradigms 
that exist desire to eliminate leisure 
time, but there needs to be a balance 
in life between recreation and work 
time. 

“I see that as a real deficit in the 
Church. We get a lot of articles in 
~The Ensign’ about how important it 
is to work, and to have a good job. 
But there is very little about the 
importance of playing with our kids 
and how you can do that in an appro- 
priate way,” he said. 

Smith’s wife, Dianne, now complet- 
ing a doctorate in family studies at 
BYU, agrees with studies of family 
life and dynamics that show family 
vacations create good memories as 
well as opportunities to devote play 
time to children and build strong rela- 
tionships. 

“The whole idea behind recreation is 
to build relationships,” she said. 
“When you’re home, everyone’s 
doing their own thing. But on vaca- 
tion, the main goal is to be together as 
a family and to relate to each other.” 

A sociological study done by the 
American Association for Leisure and 
Recreation found that two elements 
tend to characterize activities that are 
the most life influencing and most 
readily recalled: Events that took 
place outdoors, and events that 
occurred in the company of loved 
ones. 

Smith offered a theory as to why an 
outdoors experience creates a clear 
and positive memory. 

“T think there’s something about the 
outdoors that ties us to nature and it 
doesn’t necessarily have to be up on 
the mountain,” he said. “We can do 
that in the backyard. 

“I think that’s one of the reasons 
President (Spencer W.) Kimball asked 
people to keep a garden,” he said. 
“There’s some kind of renewal you 
have. being in the outdoors.” 

Dianne Smith‘agrees it is the setting 
of the event itself that serves as a 
seedbed for the growth of good mem- 
ories. 

The word “vacation’ comes from the 
root vacate, which means to empty. 
A vacation is like that,” she said. “(On 
vacation) you don’t see laundry, you 
don’t see dishes, you don’t see walls 
that need painting, a lawn that needs 
mowing. You can empty your mind of 
all that usual business.” 

Of course, the “usual business” of 


children fighting or not having any- 
thing to do often intensifies in a vaca- 
tion setting, leaving the entire family 
an emotional wreck. 

But, the Smiths point out that’ the 
most negative vacation experiences 
often provide wonderful memories. 

“Many times it isn’t the most posi- 
tive times. A lot of times it’s when we 
have adversity or have to overcome a 
challenge that we remember most,’ 
Smith said - 

Arabella Concha, a graduate last 
semester of the English Language 
Center is a frequent world traveler but 
said her family trips, though not 
always extravagant, always provided 
the best and worst of times. 

“My sisters and I were always too 
hot or too cold on the long car trips 
and we would always fight,’ she said. 
“But it was at those times when my 
parents would share with us their 
experiences and we really came to 
know each other.” 

The Smiths also said neither the 
family nor the vacation needs to be 
perfect to succeed in building strong 
family cohesion. 

“Some people go on vacations with 
unrealistic expectations and having 
six babies in the car, you can’t expect 
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criticism column in The Salt Lake 
Tribune. His roots extended even 
deeper with the paper, however, 
because he sold his first drawing to 
the Tribune as an 18-year-old college 
freshman and eventually produced 
cartoons twice a week with the news- 
paper. 

According to du Toit, Dibble’s 
intention was to capture the spirit of 
what he saw in contrast to the more 
conservative and traditional attitudes 
of his day.

After receiving his master’s 
degree from Columbia University in 
1940, Dibble returned to Utah and 
joined the art faculty of the 
University of Utah. In 1966 he pub- 
lished a book with Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston titled “Watercolor: 
Materials and Techniques,” and was 
appointed professor emeritus from 
the University of Utah in 1972. 

“Dibble was a humble and unas- 
suming man, but as one of nine 
artists who formed Modern Artists of 
Utah in 1941, he remained an active 
advocate of modern art. His continu- 
ing contributions made him a valued 
asset in Utah,” du Toit said.

everything to go right,’ Harold Smith 
said. “If you are realistic, it ends up 
being a better experience. 

In study-after study, leisure-time 
activity proves to be an abundant 
source of clear memories and oppor- 
tunities to strengthen relationships. 
This is the very premise behind many 
youth wilderness therapy programs. 

David Lewis, a junior from Spanish 
Fork majoring in construction man- 
agement participated in 4 youth 
wilderness program in high school 
that changed his way of thinking and 
positively affected him. 

“Tt made me think about life and be 
thankful and concerned about the peo- 
ple around me,” he said. 

But perhaps the most lasting result 
of leisure-time, group activity is the 
survival of the traditional family unit. 

Dianne Smith participated in a study 
that looked at divorced families and 


how those families recreated before. 


the divorce. She said the top two 
activities were watching television 
and visiting friends, neither of which 
require family interaction. 

She said the recreational activity 
least participated in by divorced fami- 
lies was active sports, participating as 
a family. 
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Dr. Daniel L. Dustin, formerly of 
the Department of Recreation at San 
Diego State University, said the way 
children are raised today is different 
than in the past due to social and cul- 
tural upheavals, including the destruc- 
tion of the family. 

“At a time when the world is getting 
more serious with each passing day, 
there is even greater need for counter- 
vailing forces, for the forces of laugh- 
ter, lightheartedness, and play,” he 
said. 

Furthermore, Dustin links the 
demise of the family to the future of 
humanity. 

“To the extent we leave our children 
unattended, we leave the future unat- 
tended,” he said. “To the extent we 
fail to nurture our children and tender 
them affection and care, we fail to 
nurture the future.”

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Snowbasin officials lobby 
for approval of new ski lift

OGDEN — Snowbasin officials are 
hoping to get final U.S. Forest Service 
approval for a new ski lift and down- 
hill run before winter weather can 
delay the projects until next spring. 

It could be a close thing, Ogden 
District Ranger Randy Welsh 
acknowledged, and will depend on 
whether anyone appeals an Aug. 2

decision by Wasatch-Cache National 
Forest Supervisor Peter Karp to allow 
the work. 

Although no appeals had been filed 
with the Forest Service as of 
Wednesday, Welsh nonetheless 
expects a challenge before the Sept. 
19 deadline. 

Some critics of the John Paul project 
say the Forest Service has down- 
played potential erosion problems 
with the alignment and construction 
of the downhill race course. 

However, Welsh said the Forest 
Service has followed federal environ- 
mental policies in approving the ski 
lift project. 

“T hope most folks feel we’ve gone 
on all the right environmental 
avenues,” Welsh said. 

If an appeal is filed with 
Intermountain Regional Forester Dale 
Bosworth, federal regulations allow 
up to 45 days for a ruling. That means 
that in the case of an appeal, construc- 
tion work probably could not begin 
before early- to mid-November, well 
beyond the summer construction sea- 
son. 

The lift construction and clearing of 
the downhill run would take about 90 
days, said Kent Matthews, Snowbasin 
mountain manager. However, key 
parts of the construction, such as 


pouring concrete, cannot be done in . 


cold weather, he said. 

Rainer Kolb, Snowbasin general 
manager, said construction will begin 
as soon as the Forest Service grants 
permission. 

“Even if there is an appeal, whenev- 
er we can Start building, we will 
build,” Kolb said. “We will do as 
much as we can do.” 

Welsh doubts any appeal would con- 
tain enough new information to per- 
manently halt the construction of the 
lift and downhill run. 

However, he said an appeal would 
almost certainly prevent the work 
from being completed in time to be 
seen by members of the International 
Olympic Committee. 

The Salt Lake Olympic Bid 
Committee would not be able to show 
off “America’s Downhill” to the 60 
IOC members expected to visit pro- 
posed Olympic venues in Utah from 
February to June. 

Olympic boosters deny that not hav- 
ing the run finished would hurt Salt 
Lake’s bid for the 2002 Winter 
Games. 

“Even if there is an appeal, that 
doesn’t dampen our hopes or our out- 
look at all,” said Bob Hunter, 
spokesman for the Salt Lake Olympic 
Bid Committee.

that once it becomes entrenched in 
your community, it’s difficult to con- 
trol.” 

Utah County officials did not begin 
keeping an accurate record of the 
number of gangs and gang members 
in the county until July, 1993. Turner 
said he has personally documented 15 
gangs and 115 gang members since 
then, but he estimated there are 
between 20 to 30 gangs and 200 to 
300 gang members. 

Turner said gangs have been grow- 
ing for the last several years and Utah 
County is no exception. 

The high level of gang activity in 
Salt Lake County is evidence of just 
how fast gangs can get out of control. 

In 1992, there were a total of 185 
gangs in Salt Lake County. That num- 
ber increased in 1993 to 241. The

total number of gang members 
increased from 1,438 to 1,978 and the 
total number of gang-related crimes 
increased from 1,741 to 5,478. 

In the first six months of this year, 
Salt Lake City’s Gang Task Force has 
identified 13 new gangs, 219 new 
gang members and 4,454 gang-related 
crimes. 

Sgt. Brent Braegger, official of the 
Salt Lake County Gang Task Force, 
said these are just the gangs and 
crimes that have been reported and 
which task force members have sub- 
stantiated. He said the task force has 
no way of knowing how many more 
there may have been. 

Salt Lake County experienced sig- 
nificant increases between 1992 and 
1993 in gang-related aggravated and 
simple assaults and drive-by shoot- 
ings. Gang-related assaults increased 
from 438 to 764, and drive-by shoot- 
ings increased from 31 to 125. 


Braegger said Utah’s gang problem, 
unlike many large cities in the United 
States, is not an ethnic problem. It is a 
people problem. 

In Utah, both males and females 
from all racial, socio-economic and 
religious backgrounds are found in 
gangs, according to a report by the 
Salt Lake Area Gang Project 
Community Board. The report also 
pointed out that kids who are recruit- 
ed for membership generally have lit- 
tle adult participation in their lives

Military spouses and children, 
school teachers and some other civil- 
ian workers and their dependents are 
among roughly 2,200 people being 
moved out from the base over the next 
week. 

The 41-square-mile base, known 
among military personnel for its 
friendly, small-town atmosphere, has 
been transformed by the Cuban 
refugee crisis. Parts of the base, nick- 
named “Gitmo,” have been turned 
into small, teeming tent cities with 
thousands of Cuban and Haitian 
refugees. 

The evacuation was spurred by fears 
there could be escapes or riots at the 
growing refugee camps as well as the 
need to relieve the strains from the 
new residents on the small base’s 
infrastructure. 

Many of the evacuees were bitter. 

As they prepared to board the char- 
ter flight for Norfolk, three sisters 
whose parents are in the Navy wore 
protest T-shirts that read: “American 
refugee from Cuba” and “I am a dis-

located, relocated, evacuated, unem- 
ployed Gitmo resident.” 

“Tt’s hard. All of a sudden you have 
to leave,” said Kia Sawyers, 20. “It’s 
disrupting my life. .... They spare no 
expense on the immigrants.” 

Ms. Sawyers said she had to give up 
a civil service job at the base and was 
only one semester from earning her 
associate degree in business. All the 
base schools have been closed 
because of the evacuations. 

“Tt gets me all mad because I’m not 
going to see my friends. We can’t see 
our parents for a long time,” said her 
9-year-old sister, Desirea Shropshire. 

She and her other sister, Danika 
Shropshire, 13, are going to Atlanta to 
stay with an aunt they haven’t seen in 
years. They will have to attend new 
schools and adjust to big-city life 
after three years at the once-tranquil 
base. 

There are usually about 7,000 resi- 
dents at the base. They have been 
joined by nearly 30,000 Cuban and 
Haitian refugees; 1,500 more Cubans 
were on the way after being picked up

If enough states pass term limits, 
their elected officials may seek to 
impose the same restrictions on their 
fellow congressmen, he said. 

Thomas Mann of the Brookings 
Institution, a Washington D.C. think 
tank, attributes the voluminous term- 
limit bills to the growing nationwide 
term limit popularity. 

“Politicians understand this issue is 
popular throughout the country and 
there are rewards to be gained by.giv- 
ing the public what they think they 
want,” he said. 

Mann believes the seniority system 
is not a problem because even fresh- 
men congressmen can wield influence 
if they are articulate, participate in 
debates and can motivate others. 
However, this takes a few years in 
most cases. 

Utahns have particular interest in the 
seniority-based leadership system, 
with a powerful 18-year incumbent 
senator representing the state. 
Otherwise, with a relatively low pop- 
ulation, Utah has little representation 
and influence in Congress. 

Hatch is the ranking member or the 
Senate Judiciary Committee which 
handles Supreme Court and other 
judicial nominees, he said.

Scott moved to Provo in 1852, and 
was appointed by city council mem- 
bers as mayor when the elected mayor 
resigned in 1861. Scott served and 
devoted the rest of his life to church 
and community service. His service 
included the overseeing of building 


Utah County’s first courthouse, fund | 


raising and supervising the erection of 
the Provo Meeting House, building 
the Provo Woolen Mills and serving 
as a bishop for The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints in Provo 
for 12 years. 

“He was an ordinary man, but when 
he was called upon, he would do 
whatever was needed. He did extraor- 
dinary things,” said Mark F. Lund, 
Scott’s third great-grandson, who was 
most impressed with Scott’s ability to 
lead an ox-cart group of 300 immi- 
grants to Utah in 1866. 

Scott also imported sheep to Utah 
Valley, and by doing so established 
the wool industry in the area. He was 
involved in beekeeping and is also 
credited with planting the first fruit 
trees in Utah. 

The former Provo mayor had five 
wives, three of which bore him a total 
of 24 children. 

In his speech given at the dedication 
ceremony, current Provo Mayor 
George Stewart said that he also had 
ties to Scott. 

“He and my great-grandfather must 
have known each other and conversed 
many times. They were in the same 
area at the time and both had quite a 
few children. I have 11 of my own, 
but he had double. Under the same 
circumstances, I don’t know if I could 
do what he did,’ Stewart said. 

Most Scott descendants live in Utah 
and Arizona, though the family is 
scattered all over the world, Laing 
said. With contributions from the fam- 
ily, a total of $10,000 was raised.

Edwards pointed out that ASU dom- 
inated the WAC in that era, and it was 
a big game for BYU to finally beat 
them, especially in only his third year 
as head coach. 

Edwards is as curious about his own 
future as most of his fans are, and as 
of yet he has no set date of retirement. 

“When I retire I am going to step 
away, I am not interested in the athlet- 
ic director job at all,” he said. “I 
would like to go on a mission with my 
wife, because neither of us got to go 
when we were younger.” 

There is no requirement that the 
football coach must step down at age 
65 like there is for the athletic director 
position at BYU, so that will have no 

effect on his decision of when to 
‘retire. He realizes, however, that he is 
*at the age where his coaching days are 
tot going last forever. 

: Edwards often tries to sit down and 
‘come up with a plan, but it is hard to 
*say a certain date of when he knows 
he will be ready to move on. He plans 
'to keep coaching as long as things 
ikeep going well. 

' “A long time ago I had a lot of 
‘offers from other schools, but I decid- 
ted that I would never coach at a uni- 
‘versity other than BYU,” he said. 


' -“But, I also decided that if I ever got 
an offer from the NFL I would take 
beeit.” 


Although many NFL teams have 


' ‘expressed interest in Edwards over the 


-years, the Detroit Lions are the only 
-team who ever really offered him a 
head coaching job in the NFL. That 
‘offer came after the national champi- 
onship year in 1984, and since turning 
down the Lions job, teams have 
_shown little interest because they 
‘assume he is not interested in coach- 
‘ing in the NFL. 

» Edwards said even though he decid- 
‘ed he would take an NFL job when 
‘the opportunity arose, when the time 
*came to make the decision he realized 
«that it was such a hard decision to 
‘make that it probably wasn’t the right 
‘thing to do. 

* Edwards has coached some of the 
greatest college quarterbacks of all 
‘time in Nielsen, Wilson, McMahon, 
Young, Bosco, Detmer and Walsh. 
*Because of his experience, offensive 
-coordinators at all levels ‘pattern their 
‘game plans after the teachings of 
‘Edwards. Edwards doesn’t name any 
of these players as the best quarter- 
‘back he has ever coached, but he is 
‘often confused by the comparisons 
»that come about. 

- “I do not understand why so many 
‘people compare John Walsh to Jim 
‘McMahon, they are two very nice 
-young men, but they are really not 
2e 5 se 
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alike in the way they play or the type 
of person they are,” he said. 

Edwards speaks frequently with 
McMahon and thinks that Jim is 
judged unfairly by the media and his 
fans. He says that Jim dares people 
not to like him. 

“Jim is a very devoted father and 
supports his wife and children and 
often attends church activities with 


- them,” he said. “He is not out drink-

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ing and chasing girls like many say he 
is.” 

It seems that every new BYU quar- 
terback breaks all of the records that 
the previous one set. So where does 
this streak end. No one knows, but 
John Walsh hopes he can continue the 
streak until the Walsh era concludes. 

“John is more of a classic drop back 
quarterback, whereas Ty was more 
mobile and did not have the arm 
strength that John does,’ Edwards 
said. “It is really hard to compare the 
two.” 

Pro scouts seem to be high on Walsh 
because he is a classic drop back 
quarterback, which is the type of 
player that most of the top quarter- 
backs in the NFL are. 

“I don’t know how you could get 
much better than Steve Young, but 
John definitely has the potential to 
succeed if he works hard,” hesaid. 

Walsh’s work ethic has improved 
dramatically since last season, and he 
is reportedly working harder than he 
ever has before running sprints and 
lifting weights, even though he is not 
allowed to work with the coaches dur- 
ing the off-season. 

Edwards said that McMahon 
worked harder in the weight room 
than any of his quarterbacks, but that 
all of them concentrated on different 
aspects of their game in the offseason. 

Edwards said that current backup 
quarterback Steve Clements is also a 
hard worker and he looks for him to 
play professionally. He said that 
Clements is a great athlete and has 
battled Walsh hard for the job for two 
straight years. 

“Steve Clements also has a great 
arm, he is an exceptional athlete, and 
has a good chance to play in the 
NFL,” he said. “He is more of a Steve 
Young type player who likes to 
scramble and run.” 

When Koy Detmer made his deci- 
sion to go to the University of 
Colorado at Boulder instead of BYU, 
rumors were rampant in Provo of why 
he snubbed his brother’s Alma Mater 
to attend another school. 

The most popular rumor being that 
he did not want to sign with the same 
school that Paul Shoemaker did, and 
made his decision to attend CU after 
Shoemaker committed to BYU. The 
other popular rumor was that Koy’s 
relatives were upset about Ty convert- 
ing to the LDS Church, and strongly 
discouraged Koy from coming here. 

Edwards dispersed both of these 
rumors and said that he has no know!- 
edge of either of them being true. 

“Koy told me eight days before the 
signing deadline that he was set to 
come to BYU,” he said. “Colorado 
called him the next day, visited him 
the day after that, and Koy called me 
the following day to tell me that he 
had decided to go to Colorado.”

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‘Little brother’ is healthy and playing again

When the name “Heimuli” comes 
up in the inner-circle of BYU football 
fans, talk will immediately turn to 
Lakeéi Heimuli, BYU’s all-time lead- 
ing rusher.

Michigan, 
Nebraska, UCLA, Arizona and Utah 
all joined in the recruiting war for the 
blue-chipper, but Heimuli opted to 
keep in the family tradition and play 
for the Cougars. 

“My brother rides me all the time,”

Willis, Heimuli 
to lead backfield

BYU’s ground game this season will 
feature returning players Jamal Willis 
and Hema Heimuli, along with fresh- 
man stand out Mark Atuaia, who just 
returned from an LDS mission. 

Willis, a 6-3, 212 pound senior, who 
averaged 4.5 yards per carry last year, 
will be a big key in the equation for a 
successful running game this season. 

“Jamal Willis has got the most speed 
on the team,” said offensive line 
coach, Roger French. “It is imperative 
for our running game that he has a 
better year than he had as a sopho- 
more when he rushed for over 1000 
yards.” 

Willis feels he has a lot to prove 
after rushing for only 4.5 yards per 
carry last season, compared to his 
freshman average of 6.1 yards. 

“T don’t feel any pressure going into 
this season,” Willis said. “I do have a 
lot to prove though because of my 
injury from the previous season.” 

Willis will be backed up by redshirt 
freshman Tefua Bloomfield, and 
freshman Kalani Fifita who impressed 
coaches this year in spring practice. 

“Fifita and Bloomfield should give 
us quality depth in the backfield,” said 
recruiting and kicking coach, Chris 
Pella. “We were expecting Tony 
Hicks to help out but he was injured 
this spring and will report back when 
school starts. We were excited about 
the progress that he’s made but he 
probably won’t be back until 
December.” 

In the fullback position will be 
juniors Hema Heimuli, Chad Knowles 
and T.D. Biegal, along with returned 
missionary Mark Atuaia who aver- 
aged 4.8 yards per carry his freshman 
year. 

Heimuli, although plagued with a 
knee injury and a broken index finger 
last season, was able to rush for 269 
yards averaging 5.4 yards per carry. 

Though last year’s leading rusher 
Kalin Hall won’t be back this season, 
Head Coach Lavell Edwards feels that 
they will still have an established run- 
ning game. 

Atuaia, who instead of going home 
reported directly to BYU to start 
working out after his mission, looks 
to be a bright spot for the Cougars. 

“Atuaia has looked impressive so far 
with his unique running style and 
should do really well this season,” 
said offensive line coach, Roger 
French. “There may be a problem for 
him getting back into shape after two 
years, he’ll just have to expect a few 
bruises.”
